 U.S.  H1N1 CASES HAVE BEEN CONFIRMED IN EVERY STATE AND IS 
 WIDESPREAD IN 46 STATES.  OVER 21,000 INDIVIDUALS HAVE BEEN 



 HOSPITALIZED WITH INFLUENZA/PNEUMONIA SYNDROMES WITH OVER 2,400 
 DEATHS IN THE UNITED STATES SINCE 30 AUGUST.  CURRENTLY, DOD IS IN

 AND RANK OF PRESCRIBING HEALTH CARE PROVIDER, VACCINATOR NAME, DATE 
 VACCINE IS GIVEN, VACCINE INFORMATION STATEMENT (VIS), AND THE VIS 
 VERSION DATE.  MEMBERS WHO RECEIVE INFLUENZA VACCINATIONS FROM 
 NON-MILITARY FACILITIES WILL PROVIDE IMMUNIZATION DATA TO THEIR 
 UNIT'S MEDPROS POINT OF CONTACT AT THEIR EARLIEST OPPORTUNITY.
